have no concern in this dispute, except 
so far as its results may affect the public 
interest.

will be various in their character, and

So far as internal 


dissentions may be likely to weaken 
the momentum with which the domin- 
ant party has hitherto proceeded in a 
course so threatening to all the great 
interests of the country, the effect will 
unquestionably be good.

The memorial of Abraham Bradley, 


hue assistant Post Master General, 
most respectfully represents— 
That after his removal from office, 


he, as is well k n o w n to the Senate, pre- 
sented to the President of the U. States 
a letter, in which among other things 
he stated that Mr Barry, the present 
Post Master General, had made an ex- 
tra allowance to a Mr. Harrall, a mail 
contractor, and to others, as this memo- 
rialist conceived without warrant of law. 
. 
A copy of this letter having been 


called for. was presented 1))' this memo- 
rialist to*the present Select Committee 
of the Senate, on the Post-Office De- 
partment. 


During the last session of Congress, 


a call was made on that Department at 
the instance ol one of the Senators 
from Obio, for information relative to 
the extra allowances which bad been 
made to mail contractor. 


The response of the Department to 


that call was submitted to the view of 
this memorialist as containing matters 
Jn which he was deeply concerned.— 
Upon examining it to ascertain if his 
recollection of H area IPs case was cor- 
rect, he was immeasurably astonished 
to find t h a t the extra allowance was 
there charged Io have been made hi/ him. 
acting as Post Master General. It was 
evident that the documents had been 
originally different, that an erasure had 
been made, and the name of this memo 
rialtst inserted. Induced by this to ex- 
amine further, he found \\\-A\.Jornj-nine 
cases of extra allowance were in that 
document charged to have been made 
by him. 
Thirty-six of these were simi- 


lar to the case of Harrall : the original 
document had been mutilated, and the 
name of A. Bradley, jr. acting as Post 
Master General, carefully inserted. 


This memorialist called the attention 


of the Committee to these circumstan- 
ces, as evidence of an attempt to im- 
peach his testimony, and to load his of- 
ficial conduct with opprobrium, being 
public documentary proof from the. 
books of the Department, that he had 
squandered the public funds during the 
few days he had acted as Post Master 
General, between the 10th of March, 
when Mr. McLane left the office, and 
the 5th of April, when Mr. Barry came 
into it. and that, in order to screen him- 
self, he had charged these things upon 
the latter gentleman. 
The Committee 


kindly authorized a sub-committee to 
accompany this memorialist to the De- 
partment yesterday, the 28th inst. to 
ascertain whether his statements were 
correct. 
Your memorialist confidently 


appeals to those gentlemen, in support 
of the fact, that it satisfactorily appear- 
ed to them, that in this case of Harrell's 
as well as in every other case but one 
in which an erasure had been made, 
Mr. Barry was originally and properly 
charged ; and that it was there asserted 
that these erasures had been made by 
mistake, and bis name inserted by mis- 
take. 
The gentlemen had not time to 


pursue their inquiry, and no examina- 
tion was made into those cases original- 
ly charged to your memorialist. 


In whatever manner these mutila- 


tions of the original document may 
have occurred, and these false amend- 
ments to it made by mistake or not, the 
effect must be. if it goes to the world, to 
injure,if not to destroy, a reputation up- 
on which ynur memorialist, after near- 
ly forty years public service, must 
mainly rely for support.

The 


Supreme Court, therefore, cannot take 
cognizance of cases to 
which it is 


sought to make them parties as Na- 
tions. 
With respect to the rights of 


the Cherokees, however, as individuals, 
to the lands guarantied lo them, it was 
pretty distinctly intimated in the Opin- 
ion of the Court, that there is a mode 
by which they may be brought before 
the Supreme Court for adjudication.

be f o u n d willing to uphold this extra- 
ordinary interference in the a flairs of 
an independent state, which is as justly 
entitled to its free will in the election 
of its rulers as France or any other 
power, that has gained its liberty by 
the sacrifice of blood. 
It would per- 


haps be well for the ministry of Louis 
Philip, to take example from the fate 
of their u n f o r t u n a t e predecessors un- 
der Charles X . pay more deference to 
the principles which animated the com- 
b a t a n t s of the glorious three clays, and 
c o n s u l t the. spirit of the age which has 
already tolc! them thai the will of the 
people shall guide Ihe decisions of 
their rulers 


On the adjournment of the Belgian 


Congress, on the evening of the 28th, 
the streets of Brussels were filled with 
the lower orders, singing La Beauchar- 
naise, and shouting Vive le Due de 
Leuchtenberg ! 
One of the Deputies, 


however, gave it as his opinion that the 
majority in the Congress were very 
nearly assured of the election of the 
Duke de Nemours, son of the King of 
the French. 


There being no other candidate in 


opposition to Leuchtenberg than Phil- 
ip's son, the peremptory declaration of 
the French government must be con- 
sidered us equivalent lo the declaration 
that the latter must be chosen King of 
the Belgians. 
The English, as if fore- 


seeing this result, have sent instruc- 
tions to Lord Ponsonby, to quit Brus- 
sels upon its occurrence. 


The intimation is thrown out that 


there has been a concerted plan be- 
tween the French government and that 
of Belgium, to delay the choice as long 
as possible, until she should have be- 
come prepared to meet the consequen- 
ces, let them be what they might. 
It 


will be virtually annexing Belgium to 
France, and cannot but excite the jea- 
lousy of the Allies and of England, and 
must lead to a general war in Europe, 
as it is well known that England never 
will consent to a change in the balance 
of power, w h i c h has cost her so much 
blood and treasure to establish. 


Great events are upon the point of 


breaking out in Spain. 
Madrid ap- 


proaches her 29th of July, or may even 
have arrived at it already, 
Even the 


little kingdom of Sardinia has 100)000 
men under arms. 


Some slight out-breakings had man- 


ifested themselves in different parts of 
Germany. 
At Bourg, Tubingue and 


Wirternberg, some serious affrays had 
occurred ; but tranquility bad been re- 
established.

vate letter dated Frontiers of Poland, 
Jan. 27th: — "The Grand Duke 
Con- 


stantine has removed his head-quarters 
to Sevisloez. more distant from the Po- 
lish frontiers than those he formerly 
occupied.

burst — The frost facilitales the trans- 
portation of the heavy artillery and am- 
munition of war upon sledges, but the 
snow impedes the march of ihe troops 
of the line, although brandy is distri- 
buted to them in abundance.

general opinion upon the frontiers that 
the Emperor Nicholas will use every 
means of reconciliation before he draws 
ihe sword. 
It appears certain that 


many Frenchmen have found their wav 
into Poland, in disguise, but they have 
no money, and the French government 
has not yet done any ihing to afford aid

Poles seems Jo increase every day. —
